‘Two Wilmington selectmen revers- 
ed their votes Monday night, denying 
the transfer of a liquor store license 
that had been voted in two months 
earlier. 

The transfer was to have been from 
Frank Griffin's Church Street 
Hardware to Michael Elia. Griffin is 
selling his business and moving to 
Florida. Elia sought to buy the 
license and establish a liquor store in 
East Wilmington 

The selectmen-had approved the 
transfer in February, but the state 
Alcoholic Beverages Control Commis- 
sion remanded the license to tHe 
selectmen for further study, citing the 
impact on the community and the 
neighborhood 

More than 50 people crowded into 
the Town Hall for the vote. The 
assembly was not a formal hearing, 
but proponents and opponents were 
allowed to speak. 

Attorney Richard Cutter, from the 
office of his father, Attorney Simon 
Cutter, spoke for the transfer. Cutter 
acknowledged the traffic problem at 
the proposed site, but said that the 
traffic was industrial, and that the 
traffic problem would be there 
whether or nor the liquor store was 
there. 


He pointed out that there are no 
schools: or playgrounds in the area, 
and the proposed site was close to 
Route 129, and not a part of the 
neighborhoods in the area. He said 
that the traffi¢ problem was a matter 
of 10 hours a week, and that the 
package store would be open 78 hours 
a week.

Salmon and shad for the 
Merrimack River 


Plans for returning salmon 
and shad to the Merrimack 
River are to be discussed in a 
‘workshop at the University of 
Lowell, Saturday starting at 1 
p.m. in Weed Hall, off 
Broadway Street. |The 
‘Tewksbury Rod & Gun Club is 
one of the sponsoring 
organizations. 

Peter Oatis; chief aquatic 
biologist of the Mass Division 
of Fisheries and Wildlife will 
present the history and the 
ecology of the river, and an 
overview of a five year 
restoration plan. There have 
been, in the past few years, 
extensive clean-up programs. 

Salmon once spawned as far 
upstream as the headwaters 
of the Pemigewasset River in 
norther New Hampshire. 
Spawning shad reached Lake

the salmon. But in 
1877 fishways were con- 
structed and for 16 years adult 
salmon could make their way 
up the river.
